And the Subftance of my Anfwer was; That if the 
Proceedings before both Hou’es of Parliament laft 
Seflions, were in them/elves prudent and proper, then 
we had not forborn too long ; becaufe we had only 
forborn till prudent and proper Meafures had been 
taken to juitity our having recourfe to Arms. To 
this I beg Leave to add, that no Anfwer can be given, 
which does not alledge the Verifying of Faéts before 
the Farliament to be improper ; and this the Graft/man 
can never do 5 b:caufe he lays Claim to this Step in 
the loudeft Terms, and arrogates it entirely to him- 
felf and his Friends. This feems fully to juftify me ; 
but I have ftill fomething prefented by Monficur 
Palm, and fcatrer’'d afterwards about the Scrects, 
farther to fay, which I think will put che Matter 
quite out of Difpute. Mr. D’Anvers, in this very 
Paper, charges it as a Crime upon the prefent Mi- 
niftry, that they have laid none of the Treaties they 
have made before the Parliament, except the Treaty 
of Seville. If this was wrong, then furely the not 
making War, before the Grounds of the War were 
made known to, and thoroughly canvaffed in Par- 
liament, muft be right, if it is poflible for the Mi- 
niftry once to be in the right ? 

Burt fuch is the Mistortune of this Gentleman, 
that he is frequently under a Neceflity of mifrepre- 
fenting things; becaufe there are certain Perfons 
whom he is determined to injure in all Events.

Besinpes, if the laying the Treaty of Seville be- 
fore the Parliament in a regular manner for their Ap- 
gage was a proper Step, as the Craft/man admits, 


y his excepting it from all the other Steps of the | 


Miniftry, which he cenfures as improper, then cer- 
tainly the Parliament had a Right to be perfectly ac- 
quainted with all the Steps taken in purfuance of a

The Anfwer L 
luggetted was, becaufe we are likely to obtain Satif- 
faction, by means of the Armament we have already 
made. Mr. D*Anvers fays, this is not conclufive: 
And why? Becaufe the Baftimentos and Spithead 
Squadrons did not fight. Bur they anfwered the 
Ends for which they were fitted our, and ( may this. 
It is the Event only which moft thew, whether Mr. 
D* Anvers or I are in the Right. This Gentleman 
admitted in his Journal of the soth Inftant, That 
the honourable Perfon at the Head of the Adminiftra- 
tion, had made himflf accountable for obtaining for 
us full and ample Satisfaction, cither by fair and 
peaceable Means, or by exerting all our S réngth, ‘in 
cafe a War became neceflary ; and if this be fulfilled, 
what can Mr. D’ Anvers demand more ? He fays, in- 
deed, that by the late War, Spain acquired the 
Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily , but if they were ac- 
quired by the War, fhe gave an Equivalent for them 
by the Peac~. France, he fays, fecured to i:felf the 
Dutchies of Lorain and Bar, and the Kirg of Sar- 
dinia got fomething, and therefore England fhould do, 
what? Why, get fomething too, Something, doubr- 
lefs, fhe will get, viz. Satisfaétion for her Loffes, and 
Security for her Trade. As for any thing elfe, the 
needs it not. She has already Territory enough, 
and might always be the Arbiter of Europe, if her 
Inhabitants were always united ; which it were to be 
wifhed the Crafifmen would confider; the rather, 
b: caufe they are fo'vefirous of being thought Patriots. 

I come now to an Article, with which I have 
hardly any Patience. The Craft/man has the Modefty 
to fay, that my Sneers upon the Country Gentlemen, 
Merchants, and poor Sailors, are too grofs and in- 
folent to impofe upon any of them Good God! 
was there ever fuch an Excufe made for not quoting 
what would have proved the Fa'fhood of this Accu- 
fation? I think F may fafely fay, that never an 
publick Wrirer dele le’s in Sneering than myfelf. I 
have always looked upon ir as a thing uomannerly 
and indecent in Difcourfes of fo ferious a Nature, 
as thofe which regard the Peace and Safety of thefe 
Kingdoms. Mr. D’ Anvers, in his Paper of the toch 
of Auguft, had put manifeft Abfurdiries i to the 
Mouths of Country Gentlemen, Ad rchants and Sailors.
